With equal dispatch it turned 
down an amendment forbidding

“The present British 
govern­ 
ment may go down in history as 
the grave-digger of the empire,” 
he told a group of veteran Nazi 
fighters which formed his imme­ 
diate audience in 
this 
one-time 
free city, now Incorporated In the 
relch. 


No Hint of Compromise 


The Nazi foreign minister let 
fall not a single hint of a possible 
compromise to end the war before 
the conflict at arms goes to its 
bitter conclusion. 


“Chamberlain refused the hand' 
of the fuehrer stretched out In a 
gesture of peace,” he shouted at 
the climax of his address. 


“Now the German people takes 
up the challenge. 
The > German 
people is ready and is determined 
to fight until the security of the 
German people is assured for all 
time. 


“The German people is a solid 
block, defended by its army, air 
force and navy which have Just' 
won bright laurels. 
The German 
people now will fight this war to 
the end. 


“That this end will be a great 
German victory Is guaranteed by 
the fuehrer.”

attitude, he emphasized 
repeatedly, is that Germany makes 
no retreat from the last stand ta­ 
ken by Adolf Hitler in his reich- 
stag speech of Oct. 6, and that the 
war goes on to the destruction of 
the British empire if necessary.

Lansing, Oct. 24 (JP)—The state 
land board exempted homes owned 
by recipients of public aid from 
the February tax sale today. 


The board adopted a resolution 
Proposed by Auditor General Ver­ 
non J. Brown, agreeing to with­ 
draw homes of the needy from the 
sale upon certification by county 
welfare departments or old age 
assistance bureaus that the occu­ 
pants are bona fide owners and 
receiving some form a public aid. 


As a result, needy families may 
continue to occupy their homes 
even after title passes to the state 
for non-payment of taxes.

the counties In such cases,

Loss of tho five British ships 
sent England’s loll to 45 and the 
losses of all nations to 90 ships. 
Tonnage losses of all nations rose 
to 391),319, exclusive of millions 
of dollars worth of cargoes. The 
total known loss of life wa,s 1,77 4. 
Ikul Day for Itrltaiii 
As far as it could be learned 
from llie usually reticent British 
sources it was tho worst day they 
had suffered since the war began. 


Germany indicated a new phase 
in her U-l)oat campaign by sinking 
In Kuccession three British ships 
near the strongly forlitied Straits 
of Gibraltar. 


These ships, the Menin Ridge, 
2,474 tons, Tafna, 4,413 tons and 
Ledbury. 3,528 tons, apparently 
were part of a British convoy. 


The American freighter Crown 
City radioed Wttshinglon she had 
rescued 
the 
entire crew of 31 
from tho Ledbury and had picked 
up live survivors from the Menin 
Ridge. 
Tho message said 22 men 
wero lost from the Alenin Ridge.

Deutschland sank her

City of Flint rescued 38 seamen 
and they wero landed at Tromso, 
Norway, by the prize crew which 
took over the City of Flint. 


The Greek Konstantlnos Hadji- 
pateras, G,9ti2 tons, was sunk i>y 
a submarine in the 
North 
sea 
while carrying 8.200 tons of scrap 
iron from Boston to 'I'yne, Eng­ 
land. 
Fifteen of the crew escaped 
to the Englisli coast. 
Four were 
lost, including an English pilot. 


Boston agents expressed 
sur­ 
prise over the lo.ss of the Greek 
ship. 
They said It had been part 
of a British convoy. 


Neutrals losses In the war rose 
to 29. 
The French liave lost six 
ships and tho Germans ten. Twen­ 
ty Scandinavian ships are among 
the neutral losses.

“It is not the policy of the min­ 
istry of Information lo engage in

is determ ined to fight Britain to 
the bitter end and 
is

“The present British

No Hint of Compromise 
The Nazi foreign m inister let 
fall not a single hint of a possible 
compromise to end the war before 
the conflict at arm s goes to its 
bitter conclusion. 
“ Cham berlain refused the hand 
of the fuehrer stretched out in a 
gesture of peace,” he shouted at 
the climax of his address. 
“ Now the German people takes 
up the challenge. 
The 
German 
people is ready and is determ ined 
to fight until the security of the 
Germ an people is assured for all 
time. 
“ The German people is a solid 
block, defended by its army, a f ­ 
force and navy which have Just 
won bright laurels. 
The German 
people now will fight this war to 
the end.

G erm an victory is guaranteed by 
the fu eh rer.”

The 
federal governm ent participates in 
aid to dependent children activi­ 
ties on a matched fund basis. 
Mrs. George M. Rogers, direc­ 
tor of social welfare, whose divi­ 
sion adm inisters 
general 
relief 
funds, opposed 
C allahan’s 
plan. 
She insisted th at each of the two 
departm ents under Michigan’s di­ 
vided welfare setup “stand on its 
own feet.” 
H artm an supported her, declar­ 
ing: 
“ I am not going to approve any 
of these fund juggling ideas. 
I 
won’t perm it a transfer of funds 
from one bureau to the other, and 
I w on’t perm it borrowing against 
next y ear’s appropriation.

Lansing, Oct. 24 (Jp)— The state 
land board exempted homes owrned 
by recipients of public aid from 
the F ebruary tax sale today. 
T he board adopted a resolution 
proposed by Auditor General Ver­ 
non J. Brown, agreeing to w ith­ 
draw homes of the needy from the 
sale upon certification by county 
w elfare departm ents 
or old age 
assistance bureaus that the occu­ 
pants are bona fide owners and 
receiving some form a public aid. 
As a result, needy families may 
continue to occupy their homes 
even a fte r title passes to th e state 
for non-paym ent of taxes. 
The 
resolution provided th a t rentals 
should be fixed by agreem ent with 
th e counties In such cases. 
“The num ber of such cases is 
relatively sm all,” Brown said in 
urging the action, “ because in the 
m ajority of localities the super­ 
visors and assessing officers have 
very properly exempted the prop­ 
erty of these persons 
from 
tax 
levies. 
“ T he general tax laws m ake it 
the duty of local officials to ex­ 
em pt th e property eft those ‘who. 
in the opinion of the supervisor 
and board of review, by reasons 
of poverty, are unable 
to 
con­ 
tribute toward the public charges.’

Neither 
Russians 
nor 
Finns

Some foreign observers believed 
that Finland was milking at pur­ 
ported proposals for surrender of 
the strategic Aaland islands in 
the Gulf of Bothnia and the quar­ 
tering of Soviet troops in Finland 
proper. 
At the same time, these sources

ready to yield some trade privil­ 
eges and perhaps concessions on 
certain small islands In the Gulf 
of Finland.

(By The Associated Press) 
Four m ore British m erchantmen 
and a Greek vessel heavily laden 
with scrap metal were sunk and 
another British sinking more than 
a week ago was reported yester­ 
day (Tuesday) as intense diplo­ 
matic exchanges arose over the 
seizure of the American freighter 
City of Flint. 
Loss of th e five British ships 
sent E n g la n d ’s toll to 45 and the 
losses of all nations to 90 ships. 
Tonnage losses of all nations rose 
to 399,319. exclusive of millions 
of dollars worth of cargoes. The 
total know'll loss of life was 1,774. 
Had Day for Britain 
As far as it could he learned 
from the usually reticent British 
sources it was the worst day they 
had suffered since the war began. 
Germany indicated a new phase 
in her U-boat campaign by sinking 
in succession three British ships 
near the strongly fortified Straits 
of Gibraltar. 
These ships, the Menin Ridge, 
2,474 tons, Tafna, 4,413 toils and 
Ledbury, 
3.528 tons, apparently 
were part of a British convoy. 
The American freighter Crown 
City radioed W ashington she had 
rescued 
the 
entire crew of 31

other objectionable features. That 
is w hy the Delta board has adopt­ 
ed it.” 
Among points objected to by 
Prof. Dunham, but not points of 
objection as far as the Delta coun­ 
ty system is concerned, are “per­ 
mission for full time county wel­ 
fare boards;” distinction between 
county poor and township poor; 
failure to abolish

Mr. Person said, each of these ob­ 
jections has been met. 
No Salaries Allowed 
Under the “single” system, the 
‘ “working county board” 
is 
out. 
Instead 
a 
welfare 
commission, 
with tw'o members appointed by 
the board and 
another 
by 
the 
state, will be responsible for ap­ 
pointing a director for the county 
welfare, or relief, 
system. 
This 
welfare commission is responsible 
to another 
committee 
composed 
entirely of county board members. 
wrho shall report to the board. Ap­ 
pointment of the county 
welfare 
(or relief) director, 
is 
in 
the 
hands of the welfare commission. 
Workers in this office will he re­ 
quired to take civil service exam­ 
inations and 
receive 
their

pointments according to their ex­ 
amination standings, Mr. Person 
said. 
The welfare commission In Del­

While testifying before the Dies Com­ 
mittee, Browder boasted about the clever­ 
ness of the Com m unist party in causing 
no end of trouble In this country. Inadver­ 
tently, he divulged the information that he 
had traveled abroad a few times on faked 
passports. His attorney rose 
quickly 
to 
prevent him from giving incriminating in­ 
formation, but It was too 
late. 
Immedi­ 
ately, there followed a public clamor that 
Attorney General Frank Murphy fake the 
proper action against Browder. 


The Communists 
and 
“ parlor 
plnU.s” 
will raise the cry that Browder is 
being 
discriminated against because he is a rarli- 
cal. But the cause of justice demands that 
If a Communist violates the law ho 
de­ 
serves the same treatm ent as has been ac­ 
corded other persons. 


After all. Browder will be gi%'en a trial 
by jury, which is more than !he Soviet 
government would offer to .some agitator 
who had been active in fomenting inter­ 
nal troubles and criticizing the 
lius.sian 
institutions.

veals that it has not always been easy to 
achieve. 


In only six adm inistrations 
has 
the 
United States l)een legally declared a neu­ 
tral by the issuance 
of 
a 
presidential 
proclamation, although in a 
seventh 
the 
same result was achieved by acts of Con­ 
gress, the Em bargo and 
Non-lntercour.se 
Acts of Thomas Jefferson’s time. 


While Congress is engaged in debating 
whether or not to alter the terms of tlu* 
existing neutrality position of the United 
States it is interesting to go over the pa.st 
actions taken to preserve the neutrality of 
the nation. 


America’s first neutrality proclamation 
was issued by George Washington on April 
22. 179?.. The occasion was the difficuliit's 
encountered as the result of the 
Napo­ 
leonic wars. 


The next neutrality proclamation 
was 
issued by I'resident Martin Van Hiiren and 
this was a complicateti and far-reachiiiK 
affair. 
There was no m ajor Kuropoan war 
at the time but njost 
of 
thr 
south«*rn 
American hem isphere was In turmoil. 
It 
was in the period when the 
South 
and 
Central American cohuiie.s of Spain 
wore 
following the examplo of the United States 
and fighting for tho indopendenco which 
they won. 


But 
between 
those 
two 
neutrality 
proclamations wo have the extra-ordinary 
measure.s which I’resident J«*fforsoii took 
to koep the United States out of war. His­ 
torians sinco have 
almost 
unanimously 
concluded that ho and his Congress wore 
mistaUon in their action, bui it 
is 
far 
easier to judpo now. Ion« aftor iho ovt-nt, 
than then.

the conflict. 
As each nation oniored

The latest proclamation, that issued by 
President f'ranklin Roosevelt

6; 193Ö, covers ail the ground iho earlier 
ones did and much more.

Virgin Pine Worth Saving 


^ E W S 
has como to light In the eastern 
part of the Upper Peninsula recently, 
indicating th a t deep in the 
recesses 
of 
one of the sta te forests la 
a 
1,000-acre 
tract of absolutely virgin white pine 
and 
Norway pine tim ber that has by some m ir­ 
acle escaped the w'oodsman’s ax. 


Inasmuch as m ost people have believed 
that every sizeable area of standing white 
and Norway i>lnes in the state had 
been 
long since despoiled, this is a 
piece 
of 
news 
that 
is exceedingly interesting to 
every conservationist and adm irer of big 
t mber. 
M orover. the item says that the 
timber extends half away around a fine 
sandy-bottomed lake, and th at a road to 
it Is in prospect. 
In fact, two or three 
lumbering concerns would like to cut it. 
in view of the recent rises In the m arket 
price of such tim ber. 
It is still In private 
hands an<l m ay be sold for logging before 
long. 


The general public has 
taken 
it 
for 
granted that 
Michigan 
standing 
white 
pine 
and 
Norw ay pine is a thing of the 
past, and the above information Is little 
short of startling. The m atter should be 
worth prom pt investigation, and while the 
State has no money for 
tlm berland 
or 
state park purchases, perhaps. If the price 
is found to be a fair one, 
this 
unl(|ue 
tract could be secured for Michigan 
by 
arrangem ents w'lth the' National 
I'orest 
Service. 


Such a deal was made in the case of 
the T ahquanienon Falls state park which, 
while not entirely completed. Is sure of 
consummation soon. 'I'he National Forest 
Service bought and pai«l for 
the 
lands 
wanted in the vicinity of the falls, 
and 
deeded them to the State In exchange for 
state-owned cutover lands lying wUhin tho 
limits of the Upper Peninsula national for- 
osts. Could not that be done with this tow­ 
ering pine tim ber, some of which is said 
to be 12 and 14 feet In clrcumferenco? 


Most of n.s would go a long way to see 
one tree like that. let alone a thousand 
acres of such tltnber. Here Is something 
that real conservationists 
can 
enthuse 
over, especially since it will 
not 
cost 
Michigan a cent of cash outlay to secure 
it. Of course, the selling price. If the area 
is for sale, must be within 
reason, 
and 
there are o th e r factors to be considered. 
Hut wo should by ail means gather it in if 
possible, first for our own onjoym«Mit and 
satisfaction, and thon for those who will 
conu* aftt*r us and who will thank us for 
our fore.*iight and consideration.

W ashington — The 
most 
sensational 
event at the CIO convention In San F ran ­ 
cisco was so secret th at even now only a 
few Insiders know about It. 


John L. Lewis came within an ace 
of 
quitting as CIO president. 


Sunday, the day before the convention 
opened, Lewis called a special meeting of 
the Executive Committee. After 
all 
the 
m embers were seated, Lewis entered 
the 
room, took his place at the head of 
th« 
table, and said quietly: 


“ Gentlemen, Pve called you together to 
inform you that I have decided to retire 
as president of the CIO.” 


The room became as still as 
a 
tomb. 
W*ith all eyes fixed intently on him, Lewis 
continued in the same quiet, conversation­ 
al tone: 


“ Before I left W ashington, 1 saw Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and he asked me, in 
the 
interest of labor peace, to step dow'u from 
the leadership of the CIO. The President 
told me th a t I \vaa the one mari 
in 
the 
country who could bring the 
AFL 
and 
CIO together, end asked mo to subordinate 
my personal Inlerests to bring that about. 


“ After thinking over 
the 
President s 
suggestion and discussing it with my faiu- 
My, I have decided to follow his request. 
.Also, my health has been impaired by the 
-;reat strain I have gone through in the 
last few eventful years and I need a rest. 


“ There is no use talking further about 
this, gentlemen. My mind Is made up. My 
decision is irrevocable. I 
suggest 
this 
meeting adjourn without further dlscus- 
.slon.” 


Lewis concluded by reading a brief an­ 
nouncem ent he had prepared to be given 
to the press after the meeting. 


— “ WO.N’T LKT VOU QUIT *— 


When he finished, the CIO leaders look­ 
ed at him and at one another 
In 
dum- 
founded amazement. 


The first one to 
recover 
was 
Sidney 
Hillman, brainy head of the Amalgamated 
Clothing workers and co-founder 
of 
the 
CIO. In recent months, he an<l Lew-ls have 
not agreed on a num ber of 
matters. 
A 
warm Roosevelt adm irer. Hillman disap­ 
proved of Lewis* l.4ibor Day speech blast­ 
ing the New Deal. Also. Hillman dlsagreen 
with l>jwls’ stiff-necked attitude toward 
the AFL during peace negotiations earlj 
this year. 


But all these differences were forgot 
ten now. His voice choking with emotion, 
Hillman cried: 


“ You can’t do this. John, We won’t let 
you. The CIO can’t get along without out 
You are the greatest labor 
leader 
tbit 
country has produced and the CIO Is la­ 
bor’s greatest hope. We won’t let you quit, 
regardless of w’hat you and the President 
say.” 


This Impassioned plea broke the ice aiui 
others leaped to their feet with 
etiually 
fervent protests. First was Phil 
Murray, 
veteran miner pal of Lewis, who disclosed 
that he had known of Lewis’ decision for 
4 8 hours and had been arguing with him 
not to step down. 


After practically everyone present had 
spoken, all in the same vein, Lewis was 
asked to leave while the committee con­ 
sidered his proposal. A half hour later he 
was recalled and told that the com m ittee 
had voted unanimously to table his resig­ 
nation. 


“ We just won't accept It, John, ” 
said 
M urray determinedly. “T hat’s all there is 
to It. We won’t let you resign.” 


l/*wls sat silent for a 
moment, 
then 
said, “ Some of you may thought this was 
an act. if there are any who 
had 
that 
thought, you are wrong. I was not putting 
on an act. I meant every word 1 said. But 
I am a firm believer In democratic pro­ 
cedure, In the rule of the majority.

of this council.”

PEA K ING before the E scanaba 
Lions

Ij. A. Chase pointed out 
that while isolation from foreign disputes 
is most desirable the record of history re­ 
veals t h a t it has not always been easy to 
achieve. 
In only six adm inistra tio n s 
has 
the 
United States been legally declared a n eu ­ 
tral by the issuance 
of 
a 
presidential 
proclamatio n, alth ough in a 
seventh 
the 
sam e result was achieved by acts of Con­ 
gress. th e E m b a rg o and 
Non-Intercourse 
Acts of T h o m a s Jefferson's time. 
W hile Congress is engaged in debating 
w h e th e r or not to alter th e te rm s of the 
existing n e u tra lity position of the United 
States it is in teresting to go over the past 
actions tak en to preserve th e neutrality of 
the nation. 
A m erica’s first neutrality proclamation 
was issued by George W a shington on April 
22, 1793. T h e occasion was the difficulties 
encountered as the result of the 
Napo­ 
leonic wars. 
The next neutrality proclamatio n 
was 
issued by President Martin Van Buren and 
this was a complicated and far-reaching 
affair. 
T h e re was no m a jo r Europe an w ar 
at the tim e but most 
of 
the 
southern 
American hem isphere was in turmoil. 
It 
was in th e period when the 
South 
and 
Central American colonies of Spain 
were 
following th e example of the United States 
and fighting for the independence which 
they won. 
But 
between 
those 
two 
neutrality 
p roclam ations we h a l e the ex tra-ordin ary 
m easures which President Jefferson took 
to keep the United States out of war. His­ 
torians sine*- have 
almost 
unanimously 
concluded that ho and his Congress were 
m istaken in their action, but it 
is 
far 
easier to ju d g e now, long a fte r the event, 
than then. 
At th e instance of President Jefferson. 
Congress first passed the E m b arg o Act in 
1807.

clared. in effect, that all E u ropean waters 
were within his war zone 
T h e em bargo I 
put a stop to all commerce.

were dire.

In the World W a r neutrality proclam a­ 
tions fell from President 
Wilson's 
desk 
like a u t u m n leaves. During the period be­ 
tw een 1914 when the war 
started 
and 
1917 wben the United States 
abandoned 
its neutrality, nation a tter nation entered 
th e conflict. 
As each nation entered 
it 
became technically necessary anew to p ro ­ 
claim n eutra lity as between

The latest proclamation, that issued by 
President F ra n k lin Roosevelt

G overnor Dickinson has bad many years 
of experience in practical politics. It must 
be ad m itte d he is doing the wise thin g in 
shro u d in g his plans with secrecy.

hale and hearty next year he would be as 
willing to run for governor as to do a n y ­ 
thing else.

Police Have Their Own Munitions Works 


Escanaba city police use about 
10,000 bullets a year that they 
make themselves, most of them 
for target practice. It would be 
an expensive thing if they had to 
buy all those bullets, so they have 
established their own little fac­ 
tory in the basement of the police 
station, with a capacity of more 
than 100 bullets nn hour: 
They 
use discarded brass shells, obtain­ 
ed from state police or other free 
sources, reload them with powder 
and home 
made 
lead 
and 
tin 
“balls.” 


In the picture. Patrolman Ray 
Van Enkevort, 
left, 
fills a shell 
with three and a half grains of 
nistol powder and at the right. 
?ergt. Phil Bruce pulls 
a 
lever 
and wedges the lead bal into the 
shell above the powder. The same 
machine presses the combustion 
cap into place and 
when 
that’s 
done, the shot is ready. Under the 
lamp is a box full of empty shells 
and in the right foreground are 
bars of tin and chunks of lead for 
making the “balls,” composed of 
one part tin to nine parts of lead. 


The tin and lead are picked up 
free or very cheaply 
from 
local 
Junk dealers and melted into con­ 
venient form for storage. Bullets 
made in this workshop, of course, 
are not used for regular duty.

Finland, and if conditions .in 
Europe prevents their being held 
as scheduled tliey will not be held 
at all. 


In the event no Olympic Games 
are held next year. Brundage said, 
it is probable a set of Pan-Ameri­ 
can Games will be arranged to 
till out the 1940 program. 
Cities 
iw'hich have expressed an interest 
in staging a substitute program 
are New York, Chicago, Philadel­ 
phia. Los Angeles, San Francisco. 
Havana, Cuba, and Buenos Aires. 


”Onco the Olympic Games are 
awarded to a city by the inter­ 
national O I y m p 1 c committee.” 
Brundage said, ‘‘they cannot be 
taken away unless the agreement 
is violated by the city. Tlie games 
cannot be held, however, 
in 
a 
country at war. The winter games, 
therefore, will not be held at Gar­ 
misch-Partenkirchen, Germany, un­ 
less .hostilities cease.” 


Pointing out that

have made a big investment in 
time and money preparing for the 
XII Olympiad Games and will not 
release them if there is a slightest 
possibility of thi'ir being held In 
Finland, Brundage said: 
“Since 
the time is too short for proper 
organization, it may be dellnitely 
stated the games will not be trans­ 
ferred. and that if they cannot be 
held at scheduled, they will not 
be held at all.”

the climax of his address.

"The German people is a solid 


block, defended by its army, air 
force and navy which have just 
won bright laurels. The German 
people now will fight this war to 
the end.

Blockade In Baltic

The possibility that at least two 


speedy German raiders bad evad- 
ed Britain's blockade of the Baltic 
Sea and are now roaming the At- 
lantic in an 
effective 
campaign 


against British shipping was seen 
last night in various reports from 
abroad. 


The reports indicated that one 


or both of the raiders had seized 
the United States freighter City of 
Flint, taken it off its course to the 
British Isles with a general cargo 
and routed it by a German prize 
crew to the Russian Arctic port of 
Murmansk.

TALKS SLOW UP

sia and a Finnish delegation were

hours after the Finns' arrival, 
leading foreign observers to be- 
lieve the talks were not going too 
happily. 


The Finns prepared to return 


tonight to Helsinki presumably 
for fresh instructions from their 
government, indicating that com- 
promise proposals they brought 
here were unacceptable or that 
Soviet authorities may have made 
new demands. 


Neither Russians nor 
Finns 


would discuss the status of nego- 
tiations, although there was no 
indication they had broken down. 
The Finnish delegation was ex- 
pected to return again to Mos- 
cow within a few days after con- 
sultation with officials at home. 


Some foreign observers believed 


that Finland was talking at pur- 
ported proposals for surrender of 
the strategic Aalaud islands in 
the Gulf of Bothnia^ and the quar- 
tering of Soviet troops in Finland 
proper. 


At the same time, these sources 


said they believed Finland was 
ready to yield some trade privil- 
eges and perhaps concessions on 
certain small islands in the Gulf 
of Finland.

Four more British merchantmen

Loss of the five British ships 


sent England's toll to 45 and the 
losses of all nations to 90 ships. 
Tonnage losses of all nations rose 
to 399,319, exclusive of millions 
of dollars worth of cargoes. The 
total known loss of life was 1,774. 


Had Day for Britain 


As far as it could be learned 


from the usually reticent British 
sources it was the worst day they 
had suffered since- the war began. 


Germany indicated a new phase 


in her U-boat campaign by sinking 
in succession three British ships 
near the strongly fortified Straits 
of Gibraltar. 


These ships, the Menin Ridge, 


2,474 tons, Tafna, 4,413 tons and 
Ledbury, 3,528 tons, apparently 
were part of a British convoy. 


The American freighter Crown 


City radioed Washington she had 
rescued 
the 
entire crew of 31 


from the Ledbury and had picked 
up five survivors from the Menin 
Ridge. The message said 22 men 
were lost from the Menin Ridge.

"If 50 per cent or more of an 


American ship's cargo consists of 
contraband and if a belligerent 
seizes her, the ship may be taken 
into a port of the belligerent 
country, but not into a neutral 
port except under exceptional cir- 
cumstances such as stress of wea- 
ther, breakdown of machinery, or 
lack of provisions." 


Hull acknowledged today that 


more than half the cargo of the 
City of Flint was conditonal con- 
traband, and some of it was abso- 
lute contraband. 
(Conditional contraband is ma- 


terial, such as food and clothing. 
which is immune from seizure if 
destined for civil populations of a 
belligerent country but subject to 
seizure if destined for the armed 
forces.
